This meant that the 
Egyptians would be entitled to re- 
sume the fire unless Israel yielded 
to pressure to pull back to the old 
iaternational frontier, or such dis- 
tance from it 85 the Egyptians de- 
cided. Mrs. Meir conceded that the 
proposal would also enable Israel to 
reoeccupy the entire area from the 
Egyptians. 

“They say,” said Mra. Meir, “Why 
fear? Israel has shown fts capacity 
to defeat all the Arab armies at 
once, surely it would be able to con- 
tend with a few hundred Egyptians. 
But at what price?” asked the 
Prime Minister, rhetorically. The 
bone of contention between Israel 
and the U.S. on this question, sne 
explained, was not over numbers — 
whether the Hgyptian crossing party 
should be 50 (as Mr. Sisco had first 
proposed) or 750 (as he suggested 
last) — but over a principle.

Eban to reply 
to Thant 
in few days 


Jerusalem ‘Post Diplomatic Correspondent 


Foreign Minister Abba Eban plans 
to send U.N. Secretary-General U 
Thant the awaited reply to the Se- 
curity Council's resolution on Jeru- 
salen of September 25 within a day 
or two. 

Mr, Eban’s message is understood 
to reiterate the main points of 
Prime Minister Meir’s statement on 
Jerusalem in the Knesset on October 
26, These were that the Council's 
debate and resolution were entire- 


ly unwarranted; that united Jerusalem 


was enjoying unprecedented peace, 
tranquillity and prosperity, from 
which all citizens were fully bene- 
fiting; and the city's holy places were 
freely accessible to worshipers of 
all religions. The message 19 also re- 
‘ported to place on record the Ca- 
binet’s decision to hold no discus- 
sions with any “political agency” on 
the basls of the Council's resolution. 

The expectation in Jerusalem is 
that U Thant will now make his re- 
port to the Security Council, by 
November 24, from the information 
provided in Mr. Eban’s message. 
Although the Gecretary-General had 
obtained the consent of Argentina, 
Italy and Sierra Leone to serve on 
a mission of inquiry to Jerusalem, 
he is not considered likely to form 
the ip at this late date, to car- 
ry out an obviously impossible task.

Making a community leader 


T= pature of leadership and au- 
~ thority in the Jewish commun- 
ity constitute an interesting field of 
study. Historically it lay with the 
elected leaders of the community, 
Sometimes with an outstanding {n- 
dividual who was a persona grata 
with the non-Jewish authorities (the 
shtedian), and to a large extent 
with the rabbis and scholars. In the 
modern period the weight accorded 
.to the rabbis and scholars hag 
dropped, the role of the outstand- 


ing individual bas also faded (com-. 


pare today’s leaders with those of 
even a generation ago), and on the 
other hand there has been the rise 
of the plutocrat and of the organ- 
szation man. 


Two largely parallel studies on 
the nature of jeadership and au- 
thority in the ‘Jewish community 
today have appeared in the Jewish 
press. One, by Charles S. Liebman 
of Baran ‘University, has appear- 
ed in ‘the “Jewish Journal of So- 
tlology” (published by the ‘World 
Jewish Congress). He points out

The highest role is the charis- 
matic, sometimes possessed by an 
outstanding individual, potentially 
ὮΝ the rabbi. . 

The second bails of authority is 
‘identification. Members of an or- 
ganization will accept its discipline 
by virtue of their identification with 
the organization, The very survival 
of certain ΟἹ ions =becomes 
. the individual’s test of Jewish sur- 
vival, A third type he defines as the 
“authority of legitimacy” by which

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the individual feels he ought to go 
along with the community. This 
underlies, in its broadest aspects, - 
muekh of Jewish life. The final form 
of authority ig that of sanctions, 
whose role ig much less prominent 
than In former centuries but can 
still be subtly applied. 


He then enumerates the follow- 
ing types of leader: 


1. Professional administrators and 
administrative leaders of Jewlsh or- 
ganizations. Outstanding here are 
the executlve directors and vice- 
presidents of the major organiza- 
tons. Until recently the pre-eminent 
administrative leader on the inter- 
national scene was Dr. Nahum 
Goldmann, The authority of these 
individuals resta partly on their 
ability to manipulate a bureaucra- 
tic apparatus and on their control 
of information and other resources. 


2. Businessmen and lawyers, The 
Successful businessman plays an 
important role in every organiza- 
tion of Jewish laymen. It may be 
asked whether this is a function of 
his meterial contribution or a re- 
cognition of his success. Lawyers 
are also prominent,. possibly because 
of their ability to relate problems 
to the broader environmental set- 
ting. 

3. Pulpit rabbis. 

Academics in the window 

4. Academics and intellectuals. 
These enjoy a very high status in 
the community. The question is 
whether they are really welcome or 
are they essentially window dressing. 
dt can also be asked to what ex- 
tent they exert real authority. 


5. Jewish scholars. Although the 
authority of the talmid haham has 
declined in the general community, 
he has become — in the person of 
the yeshiva head — more authori- 
tative than ever in the Orthodox 
framework. 


6. Gatekeepers — which Lieb- 
mann defines as individuals who by 
virtue of their position In the gen- 
eral community, in 
ernment, play a spectel role in re- 


lating the organized Jewish com- ting 


munity to the general political so- 
clety (compare the shtadlan of for- 
mer times).

One Is the integration of 
organizations into large entities, for 
instance gynagoguea; the other is 
the separation between 
the large entities, each seeking to 
be independent and involved in all 
the concerns of the organized com- 
munity. Efforts to create an all- 
inclusive democratic agency to re- 
pregent all Jews in ‘the U.S. have 
met with strong opposition from 
the οἱ lons it was hoped to 
Involve, But generally membership 
of Jewish organizations (except sy- 
nagogues and women’s groups) is 
on the wane and the community’s 
brterest in organizations and in- 
stitutions has declined. Nevertheless, 
we are witmess to the phenomenon 
that there is almost no Jewishness 
or Judaism without Jewish organ- 
izations. Take away the Jew’s mem- 
bership in his organizations and you 
remove almost totally his conscious 
identification, writes Shmuell (who 
adds that this Js also true of 
Christians in the US.). Thus for 
the Jew the institution is not mere- 
ly the instrument for expressing his 
Jewishness: it is itself his Jewish- 
ness. Participations in organizational 
activity, such as fund-raising and 
going to dinners, becomes 8. sub- 
etitute for the Jewish people's tra- 
ditional way of life, 


Ability to decide 
Shmuel! finds many kinds of lead- 


ers but by definition ali share the 
ability to evaluate, to make deci- 


They include “Ὁ;  ceremon- 
jalists, innovators, propagandists 
for others’ innovations, halr-split- 
radicals, artists in persuasion 
and conciliation, systematic think- 
ers, spontaneous orators, masters of 
Polemics, creators of national, δο- 
cial myths...” There are leaders who 
seek material rewards and those 
who seek psychological rewards, 
gratifying their needs for reapect 
and honorific status. He finds that 
in either case lawyers, businessmen, 


contractors and insurance agents pre- ' 


ponderate and notes that they in 
turn are mostly or partially depend- 
ent on the community for their 
lrvelihood. Leaders worthy of the 
title, namely those who guide the 
thinking of the group and whose 
decisions are accepted by it, are 
few. 


Shmuell feels that recent years 
have witnessed improvements In the 
selection of leaders. During the '20s 
and '80s there still existed a hierar- 
chy of oligarchic leaders, parallel- 
ing the domination of oligarchs in 
general politics, especially -the eco- 
nomic ‘barons and the union lead- 
ers. They were men of power and 
influence, relying on themselves and 
thelr own achlevements. They were 
Seldom, if ever, democratically elec- 
ted. They enjoyed the respect ac- 
corded to them by the immigrants 
for their qualities, thelr status, 
thelr success in the gentile world 
and their Americanism, Today the 
authority of oligarchs is not ac- 
cepted. Positions are changed more 
frequently, although they remain in 
the hands of a relatively small 
group. This indicates integration in- 
to the country, which has also be- 
come increasingly democratized. 


Although there is a time for 
strong leadership,’ Shmueli_ feels 
that the present era In the U.S. is 
comparatively unruffled. There is a 
relaxation in anti-Semitism. In the 
community where thropy is 
the centre of activity, it 15 not ‘gur- 
prising that the businessman 15 the 
decisive factor. When the American 
Jewish community ‘became δὰ in- 
fiuential ἴω ‘World Jewry, the phl- 
lanthropic institutions were placed 
at the centre of its activity. 


Shmueli writes that those who’ 
protest that leadership demands 
fuller knowledge of Jewish affairs, 
culture and history and that busl- 
nessmen are held in too high esteem 

the fact that a knowledge 
of Jewish cufture alone does not 
qualify for leadership, A number of 
other significant qualities are es- 
sential. And if the businessman is 
so often in & position of leadership 
it is because the community needs 
him no less than because he needs 
the community. - 


Professional power 
Im general the personal charisma- 
tie leadership of the past has been 
replaced by the professionals. Be- 
hind the frontline leadership there 
have blossomed. crowded ranks of 
professionals in the organizations 
and institutions. These professionals 
— specialists In public relations, 
fund-raising and administration 
choose to be the powers behind the 
throne. They enable the electod 
leaders to fulfll-their responsibillties 
dn the Umelight but It is often thelr 
manipulations that formulate the 
decisive policies. The conclusion 
then is that the vacuum of dramatic 
leadership has become filled by a 
grey officialdom and their expioi- 
tation of advanced techniques.

Can’t cut budget 
for kindergartens, 
Allon aide says

A significant Increase in the pre- 
sehool population in the next few 
years precludes cuts in budgets for 
kindergarten and pre-kindergarten, 
Dr. Dan Ronnen, chief adviser to 
¥dueation Minister Yigal Allon, toid 
The Jerusalem Post last night. 

By 1974 there should he 15,000 
more children in compulsory kinder- 
garten, and $2,000 additional child- 
ren in pre-kindergarten hy 1976, Dr. 
Ronnen said. These increases neces- 
sitate an accelerated building pro- 
gramme, including temporary build- 
ings, over the oext few years, and 
an examination of “alternative 
frameworks.” 

Dr. Ronnen sald the alternative 
frameworks might include work with 
mothers of disadvantaged pre-school 
children, as [5 now belng done in an 
experimental project with pre-school 
youngsters in Tel Aviv's Hatikva 
quarter. This project, whose results 
have not yet been measured, is being 
conducted by Prof. Avraham Tan- 
nenbaum and Dr. Avima Lombard 
of the Hebrew University's Centre 
for the Education of the Disadvan- 
taged. 

The Ministry of Education has also 
asked Hebrew University educa- 
Uonalists and psychologists to com- 
pile as much research duta as pos- 
sible on whether “education for the 
disadvantaged should be stressed at 
age two, three or four,” Dr. Ronnen 
added.

Israel's) Black Panthers have 
made an important contribution to 
Israel by Increasing the nation’s 
sensitivity to its soctal problems, 
Dr. Israel Katz, director of the 
Institute of National Insurance, said 
yesterday. He was addressing the 
“Summit Conference” of the US. 
National Council of Jewish Women 
at the Hebrew University’s Baerwald 
School of Soctal Work. 

Dr. Katz said that, while every 
social indicator showed enormous 
Progress in absolute terms for every 
sector of Israel's population, the 
majority of Israelis teday demand 
progress in relative terms, ἴσο. 
There are groups within Israel 
which have not been truly absorbed, 
Dr. Katz claimed. In relative terms, 
10 per cent of Israel's population is 
poor. Only one student in 20 from 
the Oriental communities passes the 
matriculation examination, as com- 
pared with one student in three 
among those of Western origin. 

Increasing sensitivity to social 
problems, Dr. Katz declared, is a 
sign of national strength; for a 
society which considers problems of 
relative deprivation is strong enough 
to proceed to remedy them. 

Discussing family allowances given 
by National Insurance, he pointed 
out that 40 per cent of all Israel's 
children belong to 10 per cent of 
the nation’s Jewish families. Ninety- 
two per cent of all Israel's large 
families are of Oriental origin.

The world’s 
oll tanker fleet increased by over 10 
million to 96 million tons, represent- 
ing 38.9 per cent of the total mer- 
chant fleet. During 1971, 50.7 per cent 
of all new ships were oil tankers. 
During 1970, 4.3 million tons of ships 
‘were scrapped, the second largest 
annual figure recorded, but only 
212,359 tons were lost, the lowest 
figure since 1964.

According to a five-year defence 
plan (1971 to 1975), Israel is sup- 
posed to spend IL6,705m. on defence 
in the coming year, it is learned 
from official sources. This is only 
1L200m. more than this year's ex- 
penditures. (Estimates contained in 
the budget were 11.5.2 billion for 
1971/72; but the import levy plus 
the devaluation add — on an annual 
basis — another IL1.3 _hillion, 
ralsing this year’s monetary outlay at 
the latest price level to IL6.5 billion.) 

Budget submission for 1972/73 of 
TL6 billion therefore means that 
TL700m. and not IL500m. has been 
cut off the preliminary figure. This 
was achleved in two ways. First, 
direct foreign currency purchases 
which were due to increase from 
$680m. this year to $706m., have 
been cut instead to $574m. This is 
unconnected with the controversy 
over Phantom alrcraft. In fact, no 
quantative reduction in the purchase 
of military hardware is involved, the 
sources say. The programme has 
been rescheduled, and it appears that 
a greater volume of purchases will 
be made locally. ‘Defence officials ob- 
serve that the local arms industry 
has developed more, and more rapidly 
than the public realizes.
